o mpany with 169 others I signed a contract 


with them to work at $2 per day. We were to 


pay $9 transportation out of our first pay and 
we were to pay $2.50 per week for board upon 
our arrival at the work. We sailed on the 
steamer Ella Knight. 

When we landed we were put ashore in the 
night while it was raining, and had no campe or 
place to go into. In the rain the next day 
we put up tome poles on forks and 
covered them with menacca leaves, and these 
constituted our shelter. It continued to rain 
for about two months. It would rain for an 
hour and the sun would come out hot on us; 
we were not allowed to stop for the rain, but 
kept on in theo- mud and- slush. I was. soon 
taken with tevers-which would lay me up for a 


day apt leave me very weak the next dar. 


When the fever. was on me F-could not eat, but 


the following day I always had a ravenous ap- 
‘petite. They issued meal-tickets to the work- 


men when the meals were ready, and we could 


get nothing to eat without a ticket. 


The day after I was first sick I went to the 
timekeeper, who gave out meal-tickets, and 
asked him for aticket. He looked over a list 
of those who worked the day previous and 
said: You did not work yesterday!“ No, I 
was sick... Well,“ said he, we feed no one 
here but those who work: get out of here and 
go to work and we will feed you.“ I was una- 
ble to work and I had to go to the thick- 
ets and get. some fruit to stay 
my hunger until I could recuperate enough to 
go to work. I worked twenty-two days and 
had done $11.90 worth of station work. Days 
when I was unable to put ina full day I 
went to the timekeeper and asked him how I 
stood, when he told me that my passage was 
$13.50; that my board was $4.50 per week, and 


that I was then indebted to the company 81.50. 


I told him I thought he was mistaken, and 
asked him for an itemized statement. He 
said: I will give you an itemized statement.” 
Then turning to a drawer he took out a pistol 
and, presenting it at me, said: ‘I will give 
you an itemized account with this.“ 

I soon afterwards, in company with six 
others, procured a small sail-boat and in the 
night we escaped and made our way to Belize, 
British Honduras; from there we were sent 
Home in the same ship we went over in. Of 
the 160 whd went over with me there were not 
more than ninety left when I escaped. Fora 
time they died at the rate of seven or eight a 
day. Two companions of mine died, and they 
were stripped of their clothing and buried 
without coffins in a nude state, and within an 
hour I saw their clothing dispiayed in the com- 
missary for sale and saw the same disposed of 
on account to some of the men. Men who 
were unable to wol and not sick in bed were 
forced by soldiers to go to work. and when on 
the works if thew refused to work they were 
arrested on some trivial charge and placed in 
stocks. Very few Americans were put in the 
stocks, Dut the Germans were often thus pun- 
ished. 

A number of the men ran away and attempt- 
ed to escape, but they had charges put against 
them, and the barefooted soldiers arrested 
them as convicts and brought them back, when

A Chicago firm has a 
claim for $15,000. The total liabilities are re-

LEGISLATORS TO THEIR UNJUSTNESS—A 
SET OF GREEDY RINGSTERS PLAYING THE 
ROLE OF THE DEFRAUDED HEIR. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 23.—|Special.]—The 
claim that the ola cana! contractors suffered a 
loss of 75 per cent in consequence of the de- 
preciation of the scrip in which they were paid 
is not substantiated even by the testimony 
beard by the Lincoln-Johnston Commission, 
and it is on this testimony that the claimants 
make the sweeping assertion that every dollar 
of the scrip never realized to the contractors 
more than 25 cents. The testimony shows that 
in many instances it was received in the ordi- 
nary course of business at a much higher 
rate. But there are also other questions 
to be considered in relation to the scrip and 
its value. The claimants want 175 cents now 
for every doliar they received in scrip,and also 
the interest on the same for a greut many 
years. They say they oniy received one-fourth 
its value—that is, they could only get 25 cents 
worth of anything for a dollar of scrip. This 
is not true. Not only could purchases be made 
from farmers and merchants direct at a better 
rate in many instances than 25 per cent, but 
land could be purchased from the State 
with the scrip at a dollar-for-dol- 
lar rate. How many men secured 
land along the line of the _ Illinois 
& Michigan canal, getting a dollar’s worth for 
a doliar ia scrip, and sold the land later, when

BANK-NOTE PAPER, 


Secretary Manning has appointed a commit- ) 


rom department 
tee of prominent the 


Redemption Division, and the Bureau of En- 
graving and — . — to consider not only the 
propositions to renew the existing contract 
for fibre paper, but to decide whether or not 
it is wise to continue the use of the distinctive 
papers. Some members of the committee are 
known to oppose this silk-fibre paper. They 
believe that it offers no adequate se- 
curity agaiust counterfeicing. while it 
renders the note less stable, and in- 
jures its appearance and surface. 
The silk-fibre paper was introduced upon 
the theory that notes printed upon it could 
not be counterfeited. It is now discovered 
that mechanical precautions against counter- 
feicing are no longer effectual, and that the 
best ig to secure a clear, fine note, 
which will retain through long usage a distinct 
appearance. Seoretary Manning is believed to 
incline to the opinion that the artistic appear- 
ance of the notes and securities should be im- 
proved. This, of course, cannot be done by 
the use of fibre paper, which does not permit 
of a good finish. The consideration of 
this question has brought to Washine- 
ton representatives of the leading paper man- 
ufacturers. The Controller of the Currency also 
is not satisfied either with tne design or 
the execution of the Nationai-bank note 
of the series of 1882. There are objections to 
a new series of National-bank notes in many 
particulars, and it is the intention to improve 
the backs at once. The desire of the Controller 
to change the backs is not duc merely to ob- 
jections to the artistic execution, but to a de- 
sire to make it more difficult to counterfeit 
them. A friend of Secretary Mann pre- 
dicts that nearly all the notes will du the 
present Administration undergo an important 
change, and that more attenůon will be paid to 
the vignettes, the portraits of prominent per- 
sons, and to scenes in the early history of the 
country. The first attempts to improve the 
notes will be on the Nationalbank notes and 
the silver certificates.

THE DAIRY INDUSTRY. 


Commissioner Colman, being anxious to ob- 
tain all facts possible pertaining to the dairy 
industry of the country, and particularly re- 
Ss the manufacture of articles designed 
for pure butter, butterine, suine, parola, and 
the like compounds, has prepared a ciroular to 
manufacturers of dairy products. It is his 
wish to place before Congress and the country 
a complete statement of the factory product 
of cheese and butter, as weil as of their 
adulterated imitations, and he suggests the 
propriety of maxing monthiy records of the 
work of each manufacturer, in order that re- 
turns may be obtained more readily for each 
time as may be deemed best to aggregate the 
resnit. October, he says, being the month 
when cheesemaking declined, it may be decid- 
ed to have all the returns of butter and cheese 
production terminate then, allowing six months 
for the dairy season. This would better deter- 
mine the comparative production of one State 
with another, as in the summer months condi- 
tions of food will be mere uniform, the cows 
consuming alike the natural grasses.

THE BURIAL OF TH# BODY OF THE LATE 
FREDERICK T. FRELINGHUYSEN—MANZ 
DISTINGUISHED PEOPLE PRESENT AT THE 
SERVICES. 

New Tonk, May 23.—|Special. |—Ex-Secreta- 
ry Frederick T. Frelinghuysen was buried from 
the North Reformed Church in Newark this 
afternoon.

Lowpon, May 24.—| Via Mackay - Bennett Ca- 
dle to The Tribune. — The Economist summa- 
rizes financial matters thus: 

Wo are disposed to regard the position of 
the Stock Exchange at the present time as one 
of extreme danger should a sudden or unex- 
pected outbreak of hostilities occur. There is 
at the present time no large speculation for a 
fall, which always acts as a safety- valve in 
times of panic and excitement. Tue positi 
of accounts is vastly changed from what it was 
three or four weeks ago, The ‘bears’ have 
closed their accounts and now operate in the 
other direction.”’ | 

Paris advices say: All speculation has been 
brought to a standstill. The portefeuille com- 
mercial of the Bank of France steadily dimin- 
ishes every week. Since last Monday it has 
lost 50,000,000 franes, reducing the total to 776,- 
000,000 for an eRcaisse of 2,150,000,000 and a 
circulation of 2,794,000,000. There is no confi- 
dence in the future. All trade and industry are 
far worse than last year. There are strong 
hopes that the Government or the Municipal 
Council will give practical aid to the situation. 
Meanwhile everybody is waiting, Micawber- 
like, for something to turn up. 

A Berlin dispatch says: The slow progress 
of the Afgban negotiations has caused a de- 
Pressing effect on the ‘exchange during the 
week. Even if no belief is felt in its acute- 
ness, yet it serves as a pretext for realization. 
A greater limitation of business from the Ger- 
man boersensteur is expected; and as the first 
semestre has not been Very lucky for the 
banks the prospect for dividends seems rather 
dark. Therefore bank stocks here throughout 
are weak, while rente values are held 
rather firmlp, principally by the most excep- 
tional abundance of money. Russian gold loans 
are covered here by London baissiers to great 
amounts, and they therefore prevent a greater 
deciine. Austrian railroads are very weak. 
The monthly receipts of these are not satisfac- 
tory, and a further reduction is expected as a 
consequence of the German duty on grain and 
crops, the reports being unfavorabie. The 
quotations for the ultimo“ of May are: Rus- 
sians, new, 98%; old, 9244; Crédit Annstalt, 
468; Discontogeselischaft, 1,903; German 
Bank, 145; London, snort, 20.41; long, 
20.36%. The tendency is very quiet.

The exhibit is an unfavorable one both when 
compared with the Jast report and with that of 
the corresponding week of last year. The 
movement of general merchandise throughout 
the country the last week has not varied much 
from that of the preceding week. Although a 
number ot places show quite an increase in the 
percentage as compared with the correspond- 
ing week of last year, it must be remembered 
that the clearings last year at this time were 
remarkably small, as we were then suffering 
from the effects of the May panic. The 
following cities each show a gain in 
the amount of clearings reported over the 
week ended May 16: Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, Pittsburg, Kansas City, 
Omaha, Minneapolis, Hartford, Columbus, 
Indianapolis, and Memphis. The other cities 
show a loss. Outside of New York City, which 


shows a decrease of 28.3 per cent, against a de- 


creas® of 41.1 per cent last week, the decrease 
as compared with iast year is 19.9 per cent, 
against 17.9 per cent last week. The figures 
outside of New York City foot up 
$222,736,904, against - $247,045,152 in 1884, 
and 3220. 262, 438 last week, $244,646,907 the 
week before, and $268,826,118 the week before 
that. Of the reporting cities some nine show 
againin the percentage as compared with 
last year, against three last week and seven 
the week before. These are Kansas City, 
which shows the phenomenally large increase 
of 8.4 per cent; St. Louis, 18.9 per cent; Cin- 
cinnati, 9.2 per cent; Louisville, 0.3 per cent; 
New Haven, 1.1 per cent; Memphis, 49.6 per 
cent; Portland, 10.2 per cent: Springfleid, 4.5 
per cent; and Lowell, 0.5 per cent.

It was telegraphed trom Chicago 
today that vessel-owners were offering a 
througt rate of five and a halt cents per bushel 
on grain to New York and could not even get 
cargoes at that. This is equal to about 
II cents per 100 pounds, while the railroads are 
trying in vain to maintain a 15-cent rate, which 
in Itself is starvation.

A UNION PACIFIC SENSATION, 

Meantime the Union Pacific is likely to fur- 
nish a case as sensational in its way as some of 
the Erie revelations. Wednesday was printed 
the report of the proceedings against Messrs. 
Gould and Sage, as trustees of the Kansas Pa- 
ee eee ted mortgage. In brief, it is

In 1879 the Kansas Pacific Company owned 
$3,000,000 of Denver Pacific stock {the Western 
extension of the Kansas Pacific Road), which 
as one of its assets was covered by the mort- 
gage. The President of the Kansas Pacific was 
Sidney Dillon and Messrs. Gould and Sage were 
directors of the company as well as trustees 
of the mo an. 17, 1880, President 
Dillon wrote to Trustees Gould and Sage say- 
ing that the stock was no good 80 long as it 
was beld under the trust; but if they would 
turn it over to him some use migh? 
be made of it. To this they re 
plied that they had doubts about their 
power to do it, but would ask a court of com- 
petent jurisdicuon. The 20th of the month 
proceedings were begun before Judge Dopo- 
hue in this city; the 23d the court ordered the 
trustees to turn over the worthiess stock to 


consolidation of the Kansas Pacific with the 
Union Pacific were signed, whereby the al- 
leged-to-be worthless $3,000,000 of Denver 
Pacifie stock became convertible, share for 
sham, into Union Pacifie stock, then selling in 
tne market about par. Now the question 
is, what became of the $3,000,000 realized by 
the conversion of the stock? No trace of it 
can be found anywhere. Tha trustees turned 
the property over to Sidney Dillon as Presi- 
Gent and themselves as ditectors of the com- 
pany. There all trace of the matter is lost. 
The thing bas been hunted after repeatedly, 
but every time the hunters were balked 
when they reached the decree order 
ing the stock to be given up. Beyond 
that it was as if the sea had closed over it. 
That somebody bagged that $3,000.000 is a mor- 
al certainty; to establish it as a legal certainty 
the bondholders have now brought the suit and 
seek co compel Messers. Gould ana Sage to tell 
practically why, as trustees, they delivered up 
property belonging to the bondholders, and 
what, as directors, they did with it when it was 
turned over to them. 


JAY GOULD IRRITATED. 

It was stated that Mr. Gould was much 
irritated at the questioning of bis action as 
trustee,“ which is quite likely considering the 
circumstances; and, as he considered the mat’ 
ter had been instigated by people who were 
short of Union Pacific stock, he intended to 
punish them severely by putting up the price. 
Ludicrous as this sounds, it was printed in all 
serioubness. It may have been intended 
as a further bull point on Union Pacific, for 
nothing is omitted end now. 
Strange to gay, no denial was offered until to- 
day of the statement made in these dispatches 
that the company had to borrow 8800, 000 to 
meet its May interest. Then the usual Boston 
dispatch came along that the story was without 
foundation. Nevertheless it is absolutely true. 
The company did borrow the sum named, and 
for the purpose indicated. It is evident the 
stock and the market generally *“ bulls hard.“ 
There is plenty of money for corporations in 
good credit; as Witness the last Pennsylvania 
Central loan, subscribed for in London six 
times over, and there is so much lying 
idle here that the Union Trust Company has 
just notified depositors that it can only pay 1 
per cent om some accounts and nothing on 
others. But for companies of shady reputa- 
tion, for securities in discredit, for corpora- 
tions whose managers are under the shadow of 
public distrust, it is hard to get a penny, 
though the efforts now being made to persuade 
pedple to buy these discredited securities seem 
born of the energy of despair.

This 
is in accordance with the teachings and 
practice of the fathers of the church in the 
sub-apostolic ritual. I do not look for any 
steps by the Bishop. He would take them 
only after charges had been made by three 
members of the clergy, and then would ap- 
point a court to proceed according to canon 
law to try the specific offenses charged.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Ritchie does not appear at all 
alarmed at the storm which is apparently gath- 
ering about bim, and sat in bis robing-room in- 
haling the rich odors from the still smoking 
censor while making the foregoing observations.

A 
banneret inerusted with gold embroid- 
ery of the figure of the Savior was carried 
aloft by a long-bearded man in a white 
gown with ared sash. After the first part of the 
service was finished tho Rey. Mr. Ritchie an- 
nounced that mass would be said every day 
this week except Thursday. The service was 
intoned. 

BEECHER’S FIRST SERMON ON EVOLUTION. 

Mr. Beecher today preached the first of his 
_ series of sermons on evolution as applied to 
religion. His text was a portion of the third 
verse of the seventeenth chapter of St. John: 

And this is life eternal, that they might know 
Thee, the only true God. 

At the outset Mr. Beecher said: “is there a 
God, personal, creating, sustaining, and gov- 
erning? Isit possible for the human mind to 
prove the existence of a God? Can we do 
more than to hope and dream? if there 
be a God, it possible for man 
to understand his nature? The Holy Scrip- 
tures teach us that there is a personal, intelli- 
gent, and all-wise God. put the scope of his 
being is beyond the comprehension of man. 
The origin of man is a debatable question. 
Theories on this point have been advanced, 
sustained, and attacked. It has by no means 
been proved that man was evolved from the 
lower order of brutes, aithough there are 
gome who claim that such is the case.“ 

Mr. Beecher said that he could not see bow 
any bridge could be constructed to span the 
abyss between humanity and the brute creation. 
It is clearly evident that the human race be- 
gan on a very low basis as compared with the 

resent degree of civilization and intelligence. 
t is undoubtedly a fact that man existed 
thousands of years before the accepted chro- 
nology. The unerring signs of geology demon- 
strate that men were on the earth, increasing 
and developing. many thousands of years be- 
fore history tells us anything about their occu- 
pations or conditions. That was a period when 
men were developing so as to understand the 
existence and nature ot God—a period of incu- 

tion it might be called. 

peaking of the earlier development of re- 
ligious teeling Mr. Beecher said: For every- 
thing that constitutes a great religion we are 
indebted to the Hebrew race. That race has 
given to the world ali that it knows of the 
fundamental principles of religion, and yet to- 
day there are persons who seek to wipe their 
feet—or thoir tongues, which are filthier still 
upon the remaining remnants of that great 
race. From the idols and false gods of the 
primitive ages the Hebrew people evolved the 

living truth that there is but one God,

WORK ON . ps BROADWAY ROAD BEGUN. 

The firat of the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road, which is to connect the Battery with Cen- 
tral Park by a direct double-track line, was 
laid yesterday afternoon at Fourteenth street 
and Broadway. The event drew a crowd, 
which the police bad some difficulty in man- 
aging 60 as to keep a clear way for vehicles and 
foot passengers along the sidewalks. Soon 
at ter 1 o'clock, just after a decision by Judges 
Brady and Daniels in the General Term of the 
Supreme Court refusing to prevent the con- 
struction of the road pending an appeal by the 
property-owners to the Court of Appeals was 
handed down, a gang of 350 men, armed with 
picaaxes and shovels, appeared at the junction 
of Fourteenth=etreet and Broadway. Simul- 
taneously a truck-'oad of steel-raila, iron- 
sleepers, and thick, heavy beams hove in 
sight, and the smiling face of Jacob Sharp, who 
bad succeeded, after a fight in the Legislature 
and Common Counci] and courts last- 
ing ever thirty-three years, in securing 
the right to build a raiiroad on lower 
Broadway, was seen on the corner. 
The raiis and sleepers and beams were unload- 
ed, and thien an army of laborers began to tear 
up the pavement west of the centre of the 
street. Suddenly, before a dozen of the pav- 
ing-stones bad been removed, a policeman 
pushed his way through the crowd, and, rush- 
ing up to the foreman of the gang of workmen, 
demanded his authority for tearing up the 
street. He was confronted dy a permit grant- 


“ed by Commissioner Squire of the Department 


of Public Works, the potency of which be ac- 
knowledged, and he passed on, leaving the la- 
borers to tear up the street and lay down 
the rails at their pleasure. This was the only 
interruption to the work attempted by any- 
body, but a great deal of excitement pre- 
vailed during its progress, and many of the 
property-owners who are opposed to the road 
expressed their indignation in terme of clear 
ness and emphasis. The work was begun on 
the down-town track, and will be continued on 
that until it is completed to the Battery, when 
the up-town track on the east side of Broad- 
way wiil be laid. The cross streets were left 
undisturbed during the afternoon, so that 
vehicles bad no trouble in crossing Broaaway. 
These breaks in the line were ,oined after 
dark, when there is practically no travel on 
the streets. The work continued until mid- 
nigitt, when the down-town track bad been 
laid to Tenth street, a distance of about one- 
fifth of a mile. 
A TELEGRAPH COMPANY'S TROUBLES. 

Henry Rosener and Alexander B. Chandler 
were appointed receivers of thé Postal Tele- 
graph & Cable Company by Judge Lawrence 
Saturday. Both of the gentlemen have beet 
connected with the management of the com- 
pany for some time. In June last 
the Postal Company, by its First Vice- 
President, George 8. Coe, and its Treasurer. 
George 8. Hart, made a promissory note for 
$100,000, payable on demand, to the order of 
Mr. Rosener, its second Vice-President and 
general manager. The note was indorsed and 
assigned by Mr. Rosener to C. C. Brown 
& Co. It was not paid on demand and in the 
latter part of April ite hoiderg began a suit on 
it. The Company made no appearance in the 
action and the 15th inst. judgment was entered 
against it for the sum of $105,368. An execucion 
was issued the same day and was returned un- 
satisfied the following day. A sequestration 
suit was at once begun, and C. C. Brown & Co. 
obtained an order to the company to show 
cause why a receiver should not be ap- 
pointed because it was insolvent. An officer of 
the company stated that John W. Mackay 
owned bout three-fifths of the company’s 
assets, and that the money needed to make 
the reorganization a success would be 
furnished by Mr. Mackay. It is pro- 
posed to recapitalize the company at 
$5,000,000 and have no bonded indebtedness 
whatever, It is desired to have the holders of 
the $10,000,000 of bonds accept in lieu thereof 
35 per cent of their par value in new stock. 
$10,500,000 of oid Postal Telegraph and 
cabie stock will be allowed 5 per cent of its 
face value in stock, and the $700,000 of float- 
ing indebtedness will be paid for in new stock 
at the rate of $105 for each $100. 
Under such a scheme of exchange 
$4,760,000 of new stock will be 
issued, leaving $240,000 of the $500,000 of capi- 
tal in the company’s treasury. It is claimed 
that the holders of more than $8,000,000 of 
vonds have given their assent to the reorgani- 
zation plan. The new receivers assumed 
charge of the company’s affairs in the after- 
noon. Mr. Mackay will be in this city. be- 
tween the 15th and 20th of next month. 

THE CAPTAIN REWARDED. 

The passengers by the City of Berlin, wish- 
ing to attest their gratitude to Capt. Land aud 
the other officers, beid a meeting when 
off Fire Island and adopted a set of reso- 
lutions in recognition of the services of the 
Captain and his officers and crew. This action 
was followed yesterday by a pleasant surprise 
to Capt. Land. At4o'clock in the afternoon 
the Captain's rooms at the Union Square Hotel 
were invaded by forty or fifty of the passengers. 
Before he could recover from his astonishment 
the ex-Consul-Generai at St. Petersburg, Edgar 
Stanton, stepped up to him, and in a few ap- 
propriate words presented him, on behalf of 
the passengers, with a handsome Jurgensen 
watch ana heavy chain. 

All the incoming steamers report the great 
prevalence of icebergs. May 9. in longitude 
49°, latitude 43°, the steamer St. Ronan’s fell in 
with ten, the largest 100 feet high. The same 
day the Nevada reported seven large bergs, 
one of which was two and a half miies long and 
200 feet high. The City of Richmond passed 
May 12 in longituae 51° 80’, latitude 42° 14’, 
seventy bergs, many of which were of great 
size, and the Gallia passed three days later a 
collection of bergs one of which was 150 feet 
high and three-quarters of a mile long. 

WHE RATE WAR. 

Following is the letter sent to Mr. Jay Gould 
by the New York Central people on the propo- 
sition to restore rates: 

May 23.--To Jay Gould, cee get Str: 
Your favor of the List inst., with inclosures, 
concerning a restoration of through rates, was 
duly received ty the President. You in- 
terpret the rephes of the Pennsy!- 
vania and of the Erie Companies 
as agreeing to an immediate restoration 
of rates, but they seem rather to express a 
willingness to coéperate in an effort toward 
that end, while the former impiies a doubt as 
to ite power to maintain them. The 
letter m a condition that immigrant 
rates shall be included, which would seem 
impossibie in the face of the well-known fact 
that thousands of orders have been sold 
throuchout this country and Europe at a rate 
of $1 from New York to Chicago, 
and are now flooding the market, and are 
good for future transportation for months 
to come. The records will show that the recent 
reductions in rates,.both east and west bound, 
and the termina of amicabie arrangements 
for their maintenance bave been made against 


our strenuous efforts for a better state of affairs. 


We feel, however, that present difficulties can- 
not be overcome or even lessened by a 
sudden and ineffectual agreement upon an im- 
mediate restoration of rates, but that careful 
examination and serious discussion are needed 
at such a crisis, and, if a meeting be called 
for the purpose, we will perate heart- 
ur in devising and carrymg out prac 
ticable. measures for the _ restoration 
and maintenance of all rates, both 
passe and freight. It would seem impos- 
sible for the trunk-une Presidents’ committee 
alone to brut about any satisfactory result.

A SHORT AND MERRY WAR. 


HOW THE BOYS IN BLUE BEHAVED ON THE 
ISTUMUS—THE AMERICAN OFFICERS BE- 
LIE VE THAT THE CANAL IS A FAILURE. 
New York World May 17: The Pacific Mail 

steamship Coion,arriving yesterday, brought up 

from the Isthmus of Panama about 400 men 
wearing the uniform of Uncle Sam. Two hun- 
dred and fifty were members of the expedi- 


tionary force sent down to protect American 


interests during the insurrection against the 
Government of Colombia. Others were blue 
jackets, or sailors, gathered from the vessels 
of the squadron on either side the isthmus, 
umong the latter being the eighty sailors from 
the Iroquois, a new crew baving been made up 
from among the seamen sent down to assist 
the marines. 

Lieut. Wallace, acting as spokesman for a 
number of his brother officers gathered about 
bim in the reception room of the officers’ quar- 
ters, said of the trip: 

“It was in some respects noteworthy. While 
we did nothing in the way of fighting, I think 
that our presence in force on the isthmus had 
a great moral effect in checking the outrages 
which would otherwise have been committed. 

“After the week at Aspinwall we crossed 
the isthmus and reached Panama just in 
time to mip the reWellion there in the bud, 
at least 80 far as it was likely to 
lead to the destruction of the city and 
the American property there. Capt. Mc 
Calla, who was in command of the land forces, 
took possession of the city, and over 1,200 men, 
marines and blue jackets altogether, made a 
very imposing show. The people down there 
had been accustomed to see United States sail- 
ors come ashore now and then to put things in 
order, but such a landing as this came in the 
way of an occupation. There was nosmg)! feel- 
ing agafnst us, but the better classes under- 
stood that we were there under treaty obliga- 
tion—in fact, that it was our duty to be there. 
The French particularly were most vehement 
in their denunciation, pretending to believe 
that we had come downto take possession of 
the canal, and the French Consular Agent 
acted like an idiot in his denunciations of our 
visit. 

** About that canal, we had abundant chance 
of seeing just bow things were gomg on. The 
impression is that if itis ever built it must 
come under American control, and most of us 
think that it must be built by Americans. At 
present it isa gigantic swindle on those who 
are furnishing the money. The agents there 
will pay $15 for a day’s work which could be 
done for $5, and then levy the $10 as a bonus. 
It is so in everything. There were car-loads of 
machinery which bad never been unpacked, 
and then the mortality among the engineers is 
something terribie. The labor is that of 
Jamaica negroes, and a more cowardly 
set of beings does not exist. The Coiombians 
hate the negroes and bew them down as you 
would a brood of mosquitoes. Pay-day it isno 
unusual thing to have a gang of Spanish halt- 
breeds 6nter the quarters of the hulkish ne- 
groes and rob them without resistance. One 
of the negroes was walking along the road, 
when a Spaniard with a machete, that has a 
biade used for cuttmg banana-stems, deliber- 
ately struck the darky on the. back of 
the neck and his head fell forward hang- 
ing on bis breast. Why, when one of these 
fellows was attacked by a little Spaniard and 
slashed all over the head and face, one of our 
officers proffered him a revolver, telling him to 
sboot bis aseailant, but the fellow only sneaked 
away, saying: O, I’se afraid; you go and do 
it.” The negroes have become thoroughly 
alarmed, and are flocking away from the coun- 
try as fast as they can. The Jamaican steam- 
ers have gone home packed with them and 
crowds are waiting shipment. What the canal 
will do after the negroes leave it is difficult to 
say, but it may only bring on the collapse of 
the canal bubble sooner. 

The greatest danger as it struck me was 
from dynamite. It is everywhere. So much 
of it has been taken over and so much of it 
stolen and sold that it is as common as soap 
would be here, far more than soap is down 
there. It is used in fishing and for frolic. 
Capt. Elliott had a black rascal crawl under 
his quarters with a cartridge and fuse. A 
blue-jacket detected him and had a pistol at 
the assasin’s stomach. Capt. Elliott grabbed 
the weapon just as the hammer feli on his 
finger. He saved the life of the dynamiter, 
more’s the pity. It would be the most natural 
thing in the world for those people to drop the 
stuff on us from the overbanging houses as we 
were fighting in the streets. 

“A few days before our departure there 
was a double banging of a man named George 
Davis (or Cocobolo for short) and ot, a Haytian 
natmed Portazelle. The former was a cut- 
throat; the latter had assisted in starting the 
fire of Aspinwall. A crossbeam was run over 
the railroad-track and the men swung off from 
a platform-car, which was pushed from under 
them, They made speeches, while Gen. Raez, 
the national commander, officiated with a 
platoon of his queer, biue-jean ciad colored 
soldiers, An American acted as hangman, and 
when the car moved off and the bodies swung 
in the air I never saw such a stampede. The 
negroes bave a superstition that when a person 
dies for a crime the devil comes for his soul, 
and each was fearful that the old boy would 
make a mistake and get one of them; though 
what the devil he would want them for I can’t 
Imagine. 


LIVE STOCK ON SHIPBOARD. 

MONTREAL, Que., May 22.—At a meetini of 
live-stock exporters today it was resolved 
that the reduction in the size of cattle-stalls, 
as agreed upon between the Government In- 
spector and the steamship agents, is detrimen- 
tal to the interests of the live-stock ¢xporters, 
that the space should not be less than two feet 
eight inches by eight feet for cattle, with 
alleyways not less than two feet wide; also, 
that not more than nine sheep sbould be carried 
in the space requisit for one bullock, the sheep 
pens to be eight feet square and not less than 
three feet high.“ A committee was appointed 
to draw up a petition to the Minister of Agri- 
culture oa the subject, requesting him to have 
an order in vounell passed to the above effect to 
come into force immediately.

“THE STUTTERING JUSTICE.” 

I found it difficult to get access to the Presi- 
dent, and made several failing attempts, The 
rule of admission to the Executive Chamber 
was Cabinet officers, Senators of the United 
States, Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and members of the House of 
Representatives, in the order named. Although 
I was always on band early, I found that some 
one who had outranked me had preceeded me. 
After returning one morning from one of these 
fruitless efforts I met in the corridor of WII 
lard’s Hotel Orlando Kellogg, then of our neigh- 
boring County of Essex, and now deceased, who 


with Mr. Lincoln as a member f.om the State 
ot Illinois. He was a man of rugged exterior, 
of little polish, limited literary culture, but 
stroug in native good sense, which Pope truly 


says: 

Though no science, is fairly worth the seven. 

l baa before met him at the bar, where he 
was distinguished as a close reasoner and suc- 
ceesful advocate with a jury. He and Mr. 
Lincoln had 60 many traits in common ‘that 
they were magnetically attracted to each other 
and became warm friends. They bad not met 
up to this time since March, 1849. Telling Kei- 
logg of my ineffectual attempts to get an inter- 
view with the President, he said he would se- 
cure me an audience the next morning, and 
that he would at once go over to the White 
House and arrange for it. Having nothing to 
do and knowing that there was to be a Cabinet 
meeting that morning, I accompanied him, cu- 
rious to know what was his potent open 
sesame to the Executive chamber. Saun- 
tering up carelesly to the doorkeeper, with 


his fod and with hands in his pock- 
ets, he said: * Young man, you go in and tell 
the President that Orlando Kellogg is at the 
door and wants to tell him the story 
of the stuttering Justice.’’ The door- 
keeper said he did not like to take such 
a message to the President; as a Cabinet meet- 
ing was in session. In his most imperative 
manner Kellogg ordered him to go in or he 
would regret it. The young man obeyed, and, 
returning in a moment, said the President di- 
rected him to bring Mr. Kellogg in. Some time 
afterward Secretary Chase, Who was the im- 
personation of official and personal propriety, 
described to me, with evident disgust, the 
scene. On Kellogg's entry Mr. Lincolu met 
him at the door and grasped him warmly by 
the hand with great deligat. Gentlemen.“ 
said Mr. Lincoln, addressing his Cabinet, this 
is my old friend, Orlando Kellogg, and he wants 
to tell us the story of the stuttering Justice. 
Let us lay all business aside, for it is a good 
story. And the wheels of the public business 
stopped, although the clouds of war were lower- 
ing, while the humorous Kellogg, with Lincoln 
convulsed with laughter, furnished them a 
little lubrication witb a good story.” I had 
my interview with Mr. Lincoln the next morn- 
ing, at an hour named ona card handed me by 
Mr. Kellogg, and found the way paved for the 
accomplishment of my purposes. 
A GOOD NIGHT’S WORK. 

I had an opportunity to reciprocate Kellogg's 
kindness a little more than a year afterward. 
A young man—a private in one of the com- 
panies raised in Kelloge’s neighborbood—had 
been convicted by military court of sleeping at 
his post—a grave offense, and punishable with 
death, to which be had been sentenced. - He 
was but 19 years of age, and the only son of a 
widowed mother. He had suffered greatly 
with homesickness, and, overpowered at night 
with cold and watching, sleep overmastered 
him. He had always been an honest, faithful, 
temperate soldier. His comrades telegraphed 
his mother of bis fate. She wentto Kellogg, 
whose kind heart promptly responded to her 
request, and he left for Washington by the 
first train. He arrived in that city at mid- 
nigbt. The boy was to be executed the 
afternoon of the next day. Kellogg came to 
my boarding-house, knowing that he could not 
pass the military guard about the White 
House at that hour. I had the pass of 
Gen. Heintzelman, then commanding the 
defenses of Washington. This was a neces- 
sity to me, as 1 was often célied at every hour 
of the night to some city hospital to visit the 
suffering and dying. Dressing myself hastily, 
I went with Kellogg to the White House, easily 
passed the guard and reached the doorkeeper, 
whom I wel! knew, and briefly telling him Kel- 
Jogg’s errand, asked him to take Kellogg to Mr. 
Lincoln's sleeping-room— which he did. Arous- 
ing Mr. Lincoln, Kellogg in afew words made 
known the emergency. Without stopping to 
dress, the President went to a near-by room 
and awakened a messenger. Then sitting down, 
still in undress, be wrote a telegram to the offi- 
er commanding at Yorktown to suspend the 
execution of the boy until further orders. The 
telegram was sent at once to the War Depart- 
ment, with directions to the messenger to re- 
main until an answer was received. Getting 
uneasy at. the seeming delay, Mr. Lincoin 
dressed, went to the department, and remained 
until the re eipt of his telegram was acknowl- 
edged. Then turning to Kellogg, with trem- 
bling voice, he sad: Now you just telegraph 
that mother that ber boy is safe, and I will go 
home and go to bed. I guess we shall all sleep 
better for this night’s work.“ The poor boy 
was soon pardoned, restored to his company, 
and a short time afterward was killed wulle 
fighting bravely at the battle of Fair Oaks. 

RESPIT FROM HIS CRUSHING BURDEN. 

Everybody old enough to recall the memo- 
ries of those terrible battling days will remem- 
ber the disastrous répuise of Burnside at 
Fredericksburg tne 13th day of December, 1863. 
I shall never forget the morning of the next 
day, when we heard in full the measuré of 
that great disaster. It was almost as dark as 
at midnight, and the clouds poured down rain 


ed in gloom and weeping for the thousands of 
Union dead and wegnded. The Hen. Isaac N. 
Arnold, then a member of Congress from the 
State of Illinois and a life-long friend of Mr. 
Lincoln, occupied a seat next minein the 
House of Representatives. That i:l-starred 
morning he called upon Mr. Lincoln, and upon 
bis return to the House described to me the in- 
terview. He found the President reading 
‘+ Arcemus Ward.“ of which he was very fond. 
Making no reference to that which occupiea 
the universal thougat, he asked Mr. Arnold to 
sit down while ne read to him Artemus’ de- 
scription of his visit to the 8hakers. Shocked at 
this proposition, Mr. Arnold said: ‘* Mr, Pres- 
ident, is it possible that with the whole 
land bowed in sorrow and covered with a pall 
in the preseuce of yesterday’s tearful reverse 
you can indulge in such levity?” Throwing 
down the book, with the tears streaming down 
his cheeks and his huge frame quivering with 
emotion, Mr. Lincoln answered: Mr. Ar- 
noid, if I could not get momentary respit from 
the crushing burden Iam constantly carrying 
I should die!“ God had mercifully attuned 
that great heart to temporary diversion by 
mirth, and so relieved its otherwise breaking 
strains. 
LINCOLN AND STANTON. 

One incident will illustrate Mr. Lincoln’s in- 
grained honesty and tenacity in the observance 
of his promises. Atits extra session in July, 
1861, Congress had passed a law authorizing the 
appointment of additional Paymasters for the 
army. Before leaaing Washington for home I 
asked Mr. Lincoin that I might name one of 
these. He promptly assented, and directed his 
private secretary to make a memorandum of 
it. I desired the place for my old boyhood and 
life-long friend, Maj. Jobn A. Sabin. Some time 
in the following September I received a letter 
from the President saying he had sent the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Sabin to the Secretary of 
War, who would notify him to appear for mus- 
ter into the United States service. October 
Dad passed and no notice came. A letter writ- 
ten to Secretary Stantou failed to b 
sponse.

New York E£vening Post: No toilet for full 
dress can be more dainty-looking, becoming, 
and. appropriate for a youthful lady than a 
dress ot Yeddo crape. These fabrics are very 
beautiful, and the tintings in cream, flesh, bébé 
blue, silver, cameo,’ lilac, tea-rose, ana pale 
yellow are exquisitly lovely. 

A vugary of fashion—a revival—is to twine 
an immensely-long scarf of tulle or silk mull 
high up around the throat, fastening it there 
witb a large antique brooch, or a long, slender 
lace pin. This is then brought down to the 
belt, the ends caught up grac@fuily and heid 
under a clasp or buckle, the billowy folds of 
the scarf being first.caught, here and there on 
their way down, with tiny pins set with spark- 
ling stones. 

The popular characteristics of French milli- 
nery grow more and more exaggerated and ab- 
surd. Many of the Parisian novelties sent 
over, both in hat and bonnet modeis, have 
reached an altitude of crown which is nothing 
short of ridiculous. The front of one of these 
monstrosities measured quite a halt a yard in 
hight. and when placed upon the head of a tall 
woman looked like the top of a steeple. There 
is neither grace, consistency, nor taste in these 
witch-like head-coverings, and most women 
look like frichte à2 them, and no mistake. 

Simple, chic, and inexpensive little French 
gypsey bonnets are shown, which are real 
loves for those who are fortunately fair 
enough to wear them. They ure made of white 
straw, and simply bound on the brims and 
trimmed with wh silk or satin ribbon, tiny 
strings fastening them under the chin at the 
left side. A life-like cluster of cherry or peach 
blossoms, a spray of pale blue forget-me-nots, 
a bunch of delicately yellow daffodils mingled 
with tender green maiden-bairfern, or any 
other single cluster of flowers, of a shade moat 
becoming to the complexion, graces the right 
side of the bonnet crown. Oa the left a pretty 
arrangement of loops of white ribbon is made 
the sole trimming... 

Among some freshly-imported French goods 
designed for elegant wear this summer are 
shown several cases of goods which are to be 
used in rich combination with plain Lyons sat- 
ins, Ottomans, and satin-finished silks. These 
fabrics are of beige, fawn, écru, and dove silk, 
or satin foundations in frappé or ciselé effects, 
being sprinkled with smail, brilliantly-shaded 
blossoms, these slightly raised and formed of 
velvet plush or chenille. The designs of the 
most expensive patterns are ali new in arrange- 
ment and show the most beautiful and artistic 
shading of one single color. Some of the fine 
velvet bouquets show a blending of several 
bright hues, the rich shaded biossoms and 
leaves showing with superb effect against the 
rich sheeny: neutral background. 

The pretty Russian and zouave jackets are 
certainly having a large following this season. 
Designed at first for very young people, they 
have come to be the fashion or the fancy for 
those of maturer years whose figures admit of 
their adoption. These jackets bave no skirts 
in front and form a postillion in the back, with 
the vest-front eitherin broad waistcoat fash- 
ion or arranged in flat plaitings, finishing at 
the belt with a scarf laid in soft folds drawn 
snugly about the waist, and fastening under a 
fancy buckle or slide. The Russian vests and 
Moliére. waistcoats have narrow bands of rib- 
bon or velvet laid across the plaits all the 
way down, and the blouse vests tie across 
the full drapings at the waist line, finishing in 
many loops and ends, which fall over the tunic 
in front. Upon very elegant and costly toilets

What the Loss of a Crop Means to a 
Horny-Handed Farmer in the 
Far Southwest. 


Hiawatha (Kas.) Letter to New York Trib- 
une: An old resident of Kansas whom I me 
the other day on the cars related to me various 
incidents of his life in that State, and among 
other things told me about the grasshoppers 
that visit that region occasionally. It is im- 
possible for one who has never seen the grass- 
hopper in all his glory and vigor,” he said, 
to realize what a visitation from these | 
pests means to the farmers here. When 
1 first came here to hve the reich- 
bors used to tell me about what they 
bad passed through, and I laughed them to 
scorn. Their stories of trains being stopped 
by "hoppers and whole fields of corn bemg de- 
stroyed in a single day seemed to me to be sim- 
ply absurd; but I was destined to learn by bit- 
ter experience that the halt nad not been told 
me. When I looked at one of the narrators in 
an incredulous manner he would say: Well, I 
think you will have a chance to see for your 
self before the summer 18 over, as the "hoppers 
were in Nebraska last season, and it will be a 
miracle if we do not have a call from them 
soon.“ 

I was employed on the railroad at that time 
and worked witha section-gang whose duty it 
was to keep the track for a certain portion of 
the road in good condition. Stories of the near 
approach of the grasshoppers and the destruc- 
tion being wrought by them were becoming 
more frequent day by day, and we were con- 
stantly on the lookout for them. Finally, one 
bright August afternoon as we were working 
ina cut in a large piece of woods we heard a 
roaring sound in the trees coming nearer and 
nearer, I took it to be a heavy breeze. One 
of the men who had lived there many years 
and who had often entertained me with his 
recollections, looked up and exclaimed: 

Here come the d—d ‘hoppers, curse them! 
and all my summer’s labor in my garden will 
be thrown away.’ 

“In a moment a grasshopper lit on the 
ground beside me, and then another and 
another, and in less than five minutes the 
ground was covered with them, and still they 
came, lighting on our faces, on our hair, in 
our mouths if we were unwary enough to open 
them, on the bushes, anywhere and every- 
where. In an hour it was almost impossibie to 
see a bit of ground, and the bushes were so 
loaded that they were bent tothe ground. The 
road between the rails was one living, jump- 
ing mass, and the rails were almost out of 
sight, so deep were they getting. Still they 
continued to come, and I found myself won- 
dering if they would never stop. It was almost 
impossible to work. If you looked up sudden- 
ly and did not shield your eyes in some man- 
ner they would come with such force that, 
striking you in the eye, they would almost 
biind you. We could not step without tread-. 
ing on them and crushing them, so thick were 
they. The place where we were working was 
at tne summit of a slight grade in the road. 
Up this & passenger-train soon 
came rushing along. grassboppers 
did not ali succeed in getting off the rail and 
thousands were crushed, greasing the track 
and the wheels of the engine. Before the train 
got half way up the grade it began to slacken 
ts speed, and then we saw the driving-wheeis 
f the engine slipping round and round but not_ 
aking hold of the rail. Sand was thrown) be 
neath the wheels, but the effect was only tem- 
porary, and the train came to a stop. Brooms 
were fastened on the engine just in front of 
the wheels so that they touched the rail, 
sweeping the insects aside, and after much 
effort and a long delay the train succeeded in 
starting again and worked its way slowly along. 

„Wherever the pests had settled on anything 
green they began at once to eat, and such ap- 
petites as they And sucb a taste as 
they were biessed with! Their first tidbit was 
the common 8 weed, and in an hour's 
time there was hone of it left anywhere iu 
sight. But they did not object to anything un- 
less it haa a sweet taste—that they would not 
touch. The leaves began to disappear from the 
trees and bushes as it by magic. On our 
way home that evening we had to pass 
a large cornfield, the owner of which 
and his family had spent their whole 
time that scason in cultivating. Such 
a scene of destruction I had never dreamed of 
as was nted to my astonished gaze. 
Where oniy twelve hours before stood a forty- 
acre fleld of corn 80 tall and thick that a man’s 
head could not be seen anywhere in it, and all 
just coming out in tassel, nothing remained but 
the bare stalks looking like so many reeds. 
The owner and his family’s looking at the 
ruin with the tears streaming down their sun- 
burned cheeks, the very pictures of despair. 
We stopped to sympathize “ith him. As we 
spoke to bim he looked at us in a heart-broken 
manner and said: 

„ God only knows what will of us 
the coming winter! We depended on our corn 
crop, and now it is all gone; it is too iate to 
raise any other crop, and we have not gota 
cent to help ourselves with.’ “3 

„Turning away we made our way home with 
fear in our hearts for our own gardens. I 
went around to the back of the house to see 
what was left of the neat beds that had been 
my pride; only that morning I bad been 
boasting to my wife that we had the. 
finest garden in the village. Nothing 
remained but the sweet botatoes and 
the inner red meat of the watermelons. The 
outside had been entirely eaten away, leaving 
about two wagon-loads of the sweet red meat 
lying in the sun; in ten days more they would 
have been ready to pick. The cabbages wero 
all eaten clean from the stump; the beets, car- 
rots, beava, and the rest were all gnawed close 
to the ground. I turned away hbeart-sick and 
sat down by the front door. In front of the house 
was a high picket-fence, and as the sun went 
down I noticed the grasshoppers gather- 
ing on the fence like chickens going 
to roost; before dark you could not see 
betwoen the pickete. The fence looked like 
one living mass of grasshoppers; the side of 
tbe house was also thickly covered. Rooms in 
the house were full of them; they were heaped 
on the chairs, the curtains, the table, the bed. 
They leaped into the food being prepared for 
our supper, It was impossible to keep them 
out asthe weather was very warm and the 
doors and windows were all open. For the 
next few days we could not piace a dish or any- 
thing on the table without having one or 
more tumble in it before we could eat the con- 
tents. After going to bed we could not move 
without disturbing them. and then they would 
crawl over one’s face, causing a very unpleas- 
ant sensation. y would eat through a piece 
of cloth or musiin and soon destroy curtains or 
clothing if they were not closely watched. The 
next morning I went to start the fire which I 
bad fixed all ready to light the night before. I 
had left one of the lids off the &tove, and as I

The use 
of the fibre-paper is opposed on the ground 
that it renders the note less stable and in- 
jures its appeararce, while it offers no ade- 
quate security against counterfeiting. The 
fibre-paper was introduced on the theory that 
it could not be counterfeited, but this notion 
has been exploded. It. is now believed 
that mechanical precautions against coun- 
terfeiting are no longer effectual, and 
that the best safeguard is to secure 
a clean, fine note which will retain 
through long (use a distinct appear- 
ance. Secretary Manning thinks that the 
artistic appearance of the notes and securi- 
ties should be improved. To accomplish a 
change fer the better in this direction the 
fibre-paper must be given up, for the fibre 
spoils the finish. It is the intention of the 
Treasury Department to improve the backs 
of the National bank notes. The object of 
this change is not merely to attain greater 
artistic excellence, but to render counterfeit- 


| ing more difficult. ‘The first attempts at im- 


provement will be on the National bank 
notes and the silver-certificates. ‘The con- 
sideration of the fibre-paper question has 
brought to Washington representatives of 
many of the leading paper-manufacturers. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The statistical elements of business have 
been pretty thoroughly examined during the 
last year or two, and each new development 
has been studied by thoughtful men all over 
the country to determine what the future is 
to be. All the light that was to be had from 
such sources has been obtained, and though 
our means of getting at the facts are not so 
complete as they ought to be, the situation is 
pretty well understood. Everybody knows 
of the overproduction and the consequent 
decline in prices, of the inflation of the stock 
and bond markets, of the widespread bank- 
ruptcy and breach of trust, and of the gen- 
eral stagnation that succeeded all these things. 
It is now known that the stocks of goods are 
comparatively small, that there is little dis- 
position to speculate, that buyers are very 
cautious, and that there is no reason to fear 
a further general run of failures. So far as 
the facts can be reduced to an arithmetical 
form of statement they look favorable to 
better times. It is true, there are immense 
sums of capital lying idle, but it is reason- 
able to say that it is simply taking a rest and 
will soon come into use. 

Outside of statistics the main guide ina 
study of the situation must be the apparent 
temper of the people and the opinions of ex- 
perts in each branch of business. It is highly 


| important to know whether there is general 


discouragement and apathy or an enterpris- 
ing spirit. One of the greatest advantages of 
the shrewd speculator is his ability to per- 
ceive the drift of popular sentiment in regard 
to values and the outlook of trade. The 
wisest of the bears in the stock market have 
reaped large profits from observing the al- 
most universal lack of taith and the constant 
expectation of lower prices growing out of 
repeated disappointments among buyers. It 
must be admitted that, if we are to judge 
from the temper of the public, we have not 
yet reached a point from which we can ex- 


pect a speedy revival of trade. The most 
that can be looked for is a gradual recovery. 
It will take men a good while to become con- 
fident of the stability of the markets and the 
fruitage of their enterprises. 


As for the opinions of leading business- 


men, they are very valuable if you pick out 
the right men. C. P. Huntington is quoted 


as speaking hopefully, but such opinions as 


men like Huntington and Gould give to the 


public are worthless, If the country were on 


the brink of a precipice and they were loaded 


up with stocks they would of course talk con- 
It is no part of the business of a 


truth. And any opinion from a big specula- 
tor that things were in a bad condition would 
be equally valueless, for it would be open to 
the suspicion that it was uttered for a private 
purpose. Yet suc men have followers with- 
out number, and all through the darkest 
times of last year these followers were im- 
posed upon with the assurance that the liq- 
uidation was a matter of only a few days or 
a few weeks. Week by week they clung to 
the delusion—and it cost them a good deal of 
money. Meanwhile, they went tip-toeing 
about with a sort of Hush, don’t wake the 
baby air, and some of them actually thought 
that it was the reports of failures in the news- 
papers that made the times bad. 

Fortunately we now have favorable opin- 
ions of the outlook from more trustworthy 
persons than the speculators. In no branch 
of trade are there yet very sanguine views of 
the prospects, but in all there ig a much more 
confident feeling than we have seen for 
many a month, The dry-goods people are 
not yet through talking of the recent auction 
sale. One of its conspicuous features was 
the wide distribution of the property, which 
was for the most part taken in small lots. 
The market bore the sale very well, but it 
made clear to the trade that there must be 
higher prices or a lower cost of production be- 
fore the mills can get a profit on their output. 


; There has since been a very good demand from 


country buyers. The lumber trade is called 
fair and stocks not excessive. Making due 
allowance for the efforts of the coal men to 
show up their business in a favorable light, 
the trade does not appear to be in a specially 
gratifying condition. It is evident that low 
prices will have to be accepted all through 
the summer. As for iron, a man in ‘that 
branch of business being asked recently how 
trade was, told a story: A boy who was try- 
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4 PROPOSED RAILROAD CONFER- 
ENCE. 


A rallroad conference of more than ordina- 


ty importance is announced to meet in Phila- 


delphia early in the coming July. It is ex- 


Railway Commissioners, the Chief of the 
United States Bureau of Statistica, repre- 
sentatives of railroads from all the large 
cities, and leading manufacturers and repre- 
sentatives of the industrial interests from 
various parts of the country will be in attend- 
ance. It has also been suggested that the 
farmers should be represented, and the sug- 
gestion is a pertinent one, for the granger 
interest has as lively concern in the freight 
question as any other class in the community ; 
and besides this it would do the railroad offi- 
cials no harm to have a personal interview 
with the representatives of the men who 
dominate railroad legislation in the West. 
They might learn something to their advan- 
tage. The ala ts of this meeting are thus 
set forth: 


The purpose of such a meeting is to take 
some measures by which the railroad business 
of the country may be improved and put upon 
& paying basis. It is a well-known fact that, 
with the exception of a few prosperous corpo- 
rations, the railroads of the country have made 
no money for their stockhoiders in the last 

ear. Most of those that have paid dividends 

avedone so either out of earnings of pre- 
vious years or with money borrowed for the 
purpose, and added to their indebtedness. 
The latter is a wholly reprehensible prac- 
tice, and has done much to injure 
the confidence of investors as to the 
honesty of railroad management in general. 
If the public were allowed to know the true 
financial condition of the companies in which 
thcy are interested, the probability is that 
there would be far more confidence telt in rail- 
road securities, and that better prices for them 
would prevail. But by the usual methods of 
railroad bookkeeping and of quarterly or other 
statements, the real condition of things is cov- 
ered up; and so long bas this method prevailed 
that there is a general distrust of railroad 
management, even in the cases of the oldest 
and most substantial organizations. 


On general principles it is a good thing for 
railroad men to meet with the officials who 
have to do with'tallroad legislation and with 
the representatives of the business interests 
of the country, and to exchange views with 
them; but we do not exactly see how these 
classes are to help solve the problem which 
has called the conference together. A more 
direct way of arriving at its solution would 


seem to be a conference of railroad managers 


with their stockholders. Unless there is 
some ulterior purpose in view or some 
scheme to secure more favorable legislation, 
why are these classes calied in? How are 
merchants, manufacturers, or even farmers 
to help them put their roads on a more profit- 
able basis? or, even if they could, what as- 
surance is there that they would not go on 
cutting each other’s throats, as they have 
been doing so many years? So long as there 
are competing lines and more transportation 
than is necessary for the carrying of the 
country’s exchanges, is it possible to prevent 
one line from cutting under the other, and if 
one line offers to carry the farmer’s grain 
or the manufacturer’s products cheaper 
than its rival; what way can the 
combined wisdom of the conference adopt to 
prevent it? No one but the railroad man- 
agers can adjust such matters. The confer- 
ence may meet and adopt a string of resolu- 
tions as long as the moral law, but it will do 
no good if the managers themselves do not 
take the remedy’ into their own hands. The 
railroad business is-like any other business. 
If it is overdone it must suffer, and will suf- 
fer until economy is practiced, colossal fees 
to officials and attorneys and lobbyists are 
cut off, and corporations deal honestly with 
each other and harmonize their interests to 
some extent. If they are not paying profits 
it is their own fault; and, as we have said, 
we do not see how farmers, manufacturers, 
commercial-men, or State and National offi- 
cials are going to help them. A sharp, brisk 
meeting between the managers and stock- 
holders would be more to the purpose so far 
as the question of railroad earnings is con- 
cerned, ~

THE SNYDER BUTTER BILL. 

Last Saturday a representative of Tur 
TrrevuneE interviewed a number of South 
Water street men on the butter question. 
The majority of those talked with seemed to 
think that it is too late in the session to leg- 
islate successfully against the manufacture of 
bogus butter. It was averred that very little 


butter is now offered for sale which has not 


a taint of adulteration in it. This is a sweep- 
ing charge, considering that it is barely ten 
years since tho adulteration was first used in 
a wholesale way. It would seem that in the 
course of that short time the public taste has 
been entirely revolutionized, so that now 
pure butter is the exception, in spite of all 
the efforts of dairymen and others to prevent 


it. Weare assured that very many experts. 


are unable to distinguish between the true 
and the false. 

Perhaps it is too late in the day to puta 
stop to the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
and the use of that with other material in 
the manufacture of substitutes for pure but- 
ter. There is too much capital invested in 
the business to permit the crowding of it out 
of existence, however prejudicial it may be 
to the dairy interest and perilous to the pub- 
lic health. Butitought never to be too late 
to insist on the selling of adulterated butter 
for what it really is, instead of for what it 
is not. The offering of that or any other 
article as something else should be recog- 
nized as a crime in a well-ordered commu- 
nity. It cannot be successfully main- 
tained in our day that science is inca- 
pable of improving upon the methods 
of our foretathers, and utilizing material 


Which they could not. Furthermore, it may 


be claimed that with regard to food the mat- 
ter is one of not always intelligent selection, 
many people thriving on what is held by 
some others to be absolutely unwholesome. 
Thus, the Chinaman will eat rats, the 
Frenchman snails, while it is contrary to the 
Jewish code to eat either pork or shellfish of 
any kind. Again, we may instance the fact 
that the Englishman does not take kindly to 
bread made from Indian corn, while, on the 
other hand, the average citizen of the United 
States would turn up his nose at the rye 
bread which forms the principal article of 
food with many millions of men and women 
in Europe. But no fair-minded person will 
deny the right of either or all to select such 
articles as they prefer for food, provided 
they are able to pay for thei; or that they 
have an equal right to reject such things as 
are repugnant to either the taste, the fancy, 
But the conceding of this 
it the undoubted privilege 
of knowing what is offered for sale and of in- 
sisting that ‘shall be served that is

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2 — Who it be a ‘sin to eat the 
his conscience to sell him as butter a sub- 
stance that is partially composed of hog’s 
grease, and „ the responsibility by elaim- 
ing that the compound is just as healthy as 
the genuine butter. We may laugh at the 
prejudices of the * but should respect 
them, nevertheless. He has the same right 
to a selection as have that larger class of our 
citizens who refuse to eat meat on a Fri- 
day or on any other fast day appointed by 
their church, 

The same principle is involved in many 
other cases which need not here be specified. 
The consumer of either food, drink, or drugs 
should be permitted to know at all times 
what it is that he or she is taking into the 
system. Ifa man prefer butterine to butter, 
either because it is cheaper, or for the reason 
that he has no prejudice against the former, 
it is not the business of any one ‘to interfere 
with his God-given right to choose for him- 
self, If he do not want to eat any other 
than the pure article, if is a subversion of the 
first principle of human liberty to force upon 
him the false article on any plea whatever. 
It matters not by whom the fraud is commit- 
ted; itis equally a sin against divine law, and 
ought to be recognized by the legal code as a 
crime against society. — 

The Snyder Anti-Butterine bill, which has 
been passed by the Illinois Senate, is a 
stringent one, perhaps more so than advisa- 
ble in the absolute prohibition of the offering 
of bogus butter or cheese as food. But its 
provisions with regard to milk are not a 
whit too sweeping, and those which forbid 
the attempt to sell as butter or cheese any- 
thing which is not the pure article cannot be 
too strongly commended and insisted on. 
The public needs protection against the 
greed of those who seize upon the discoyer- 
ies of science as a means for growing rich by 
defrauding the people; and the popular 
conscience needs a little wakening up to its 
richts in the premises, as well as to the in- 
creasing danger to the public health by the 
adulteration of food and drink. 


WASHINGTON NOW AND THEN. 
An exchange, speaking of the recent cen- 
sus of the District of Columbia, says: 


Censuses taken by the police are never to be 
implicitly accepted, and the enumeration of 
the District of Columbia just made through 
this agency may very likely stretch the facts a 
little in placing the total numberof inhab- 
itants at about 204,000. At the same time this 
does not involve a more rapid rate of growth 
since 1880 than that which held durmg the 
previous ten years, so that there is nothing im- 
probable in the figures reported. No city in 
the country has undergone a more complete 
transformation during the last quarter of a 
century than the National Capital. In 1860 it’ 
had only 75,000 people, and was nothing but a 
straggling, unkempt, overgrown village. In 
1885 its population exceeds 200,000, and it has 
become a beautiful, well-kept city, with the 
promise of constantly developing fresh attrac- 
tions in the future. 


The above statement, so far as it goes, is 
strictly trué,- but it falls to state the agency 
which has caused these remarkable changes 
and has transformed Washington from a 
shabby, unkempt Southern village to a beau- 
tiful Northern city. Every Southerner who 
went to Washington after the election to help 
inaugurate Cleveland and get his little office 
was struck with the change which has taken 
place in the city, and with the difference be- 
tween Washington as turned over by the 
North to the new Administration and Wash- 
ington as turned over to the North after 
Buchanan’s term had expired. In 1860 
Washington was a dirty, shabby, . stagnant 
Southern village. It had its slave-pens and 
slave auctions, and the Southern nabobs 
brought their personal servants with them 
and other human chattels to auction off and 
help pay their winter’s expenses, There 
was not a modern-built house in the city. 
Its dwellings were plain, unornamented, 
shabby two and sometimes three story 
bricks, coming up .to the sidewalks, which 
were either 
full of holes and out of repair. The 
city was full of shabby drinking-shops, well 
patronized, for drinking poor whisky and 
playing poker were the main diversions of 
the Southern population. There were no 
paved streets in all Washington, except Penn- 
sylvania avenue and a few cross streets in- 
tersecting it, and the avenue itself was only 
paved with cobble-stones on the two sides, 
leaving a broad strip of mud in the centre 
through which the street-cars were slowly and 
laboriously drawn by panting, struggling 
horses. All the other streets were filled with 
1 natwe mud. The entire northwestern 
section of the city, which is now beautified 
with modern houses and decorated with pub- 
lic parks and statuary, was then a sleep- 
pasture, divided off with tumble-down Vir- 
ginia rail fences and occupied by squatters. 
There was hothing in the whole city, 
except the public buildings, attractive to 
the eye, and they were framed in such 
a shabby, miserable setting that the question 
of changing the site of the National Capital 
was frequently and seriously discussed, Its 
population at that time was about 70,000, and 
mostly Southern. Its political and social

tone had but one complexion, and that was 


anti-everything that was Northern. The 
clamor for secession, the howling for the 
preservation of slavery, and the damning of 
Northern abolitionists and mudsills were as 
vigorous and unanimous as could be heard in 
Richmond, Charleston, or New Orleans, 

All this has been changed during the last 
twenty years of Republican Administrations. 
Northern men and methods and Northern 
taste, money, and civilization have banished 
all these repulsive objects, dispelled the stag- 
nation, and put new and fresh life into the 
growth of the city, refhoved all the blemishes 
and supplied their places with objects of 
beauty, and transformed Washington from 
one of the ugliest, dirtiest, and most forlorn 
and forbidding cities in the Union to one of 
the prettiest in the world, where not only 
Americans but foreigners like to spend the 
cooler months of the year. There are whole 
streets and squares of elegant mansions. 
The numerous small parks and circles that 
formerly were goat-pastures have been laid 
out in walks, flower-beds, and planted with 
trees, cooled and watered by fount- 
ains, and adorned by groups of statuary. 
The streets are paved with asphalt, swept, 
washed, and kept clean every day, and the 
sidewalks shaded with fine trees. Instead 
of a few filthy, old, extortionate hacks, the 
city is full of hansom cabs, which convey 
people all around for a quarter. Those of 
the people who do not care to keep horges 
and equipages have taken to bicycles and 
tricycles, tempted by the smooth, broad pave- 
ments. Horse-railroads traverse the city in 
all directions, Real estate is valuable and 
holds its own. While there is no commerce 
2 manufactures, and no trading except such 


as grows out of the local demands of the 


elty as the National Capital, it is constantly 
thronged with travelers, excursionists, and 
pleasure-seekers. The tone of society has 
radically changed and is now as refined and 
polished as that of any city in the country.

AUSTRO-GERMAN CUSTOMS UNION.

Prince Bismarck is 
pushing the plan with his wonted determina- 
tion, and events have occurrea within the last 
few days which indicate that the question 
bas become a burning one. Hungary is de- 
manding to be included in the general customs 
union between Austria-Hungary and the Ger- 
man Empire. For the present the great ques- 
tion is to discover a transitional status which 
shall pave the way for the customs 
union. Austria is separated from Germany 
principally through the difference in the 
denominations of the money used, and also 
through the system of indirect taxation, es- 
pecially through the tobacco monopoly, which 
does not exist in Germany, while Austria is in 
the full enjoyment of this attractive monopo- 
ly. It is anticipated that Prince Bismarck will 
push his plans about the tobacco monopoly in

Bleichroden, the Berlin banker, who is at pres- 
ent in Vienna, has the mission to offer Prince 
Bismarck's assistance to Austria in the man- 
agement of her finances. Germany has the 
gold standard; Austria has a depreciated cur- 
rency.

Ot course this primitive cooking re 
quires judgment. You can’t try your 
oven by holding your hand in

the degree of heat, the size of the morsel to 
be cooked, and the time which you leave it un- 
touched must be in their true compound ratio. 
With that indispensable qualification of judg- 
ment a variety of things may be cookéd in this 
manner to absolute perfection. Here are some 
of them: Eggs (gulis’, ducks’, and seabirds’ 
eggs are a great resource on the seashore), 
bam, Irish and sweet potatoes, green corn, 
shell-figh, chestnuts, apples, and bananas.

SHE BURST HER BOILER. 


A PLEASURE STEAMER, WITH A BARGE IN 
TOW CROWDED WITH PLEASURE-SEEK- 
ERS, BLOWS UP, KILLING THE CAPTAIN 
AND ENGINEER AND INJURING OTHERS. 
Syracuse, N. V., May 24.— Special. To- 

day was to have opened the season at Onon- 

daga Lake, on which small steamers carry 
excursions to the various resorts on its shores 
and the Seneca River, but the explosion of the 
boiler @f the steamer John Greenway late last 
evening, and the death of the Captain and en- 
gineer today, put a stop to the excursion busi- 
ness. The Greenway was making her first 
trip and bad the barge Judge Riegel in tow. 
Capt. Charles Kinne had invited about 
fifty of his friends to be his guests 
for the evening. Nearly all of them 
were on the bafge, else there 
would have been grenter loss of life. On the 
return trip, and when within about four miles 
from her pier on the Geddes landing, the peo- 
ple on the barge were horrified by a terrific ex- 
plosſon on the Greenway, followed in only a 
few seconds by a second one, when several 
bodies were thrown into the water. They were 
soon lost sight of by the escape of dense clouds 
of steam. Fortunately all were saved from 
drowning.: The body of Capt. Kinne was found 
lying in front of the boiler. He had 
been completely immersed in steam and hot 
water and his body was scalded from 
head tofoot. When his clothing was removed 
the skin came with it. He died in great agony 
at 5 o'clock this mornmg. Antoine Kinne, the 
engineer, was one of. those thrown into the 
water. While not as badly burned asthe Cap- 
tain, he inhaled a great deal of steam, and is 
in a dying condition. Jacob Grassman, a deck- 
hand, was badly scalded about the face and 
hands. He suffers great agony, but may live. 


William Group, another deckhand. suffered se- 
vere burns, Two young men received slight 
burns. The boiler is said to have been con- 
demned. The explosion was causea by the 
clogging of the exhaust pipe: one of the seams 


of the boiler was forced apart, allowing the es- 


cape of steam and hot water.

A VEXING DELAY OF JUSTICE. 


FINE-SPUN LEGAL QUIBBLE TO SAVE THE 
BALLOT-BURGLARS. 

Springfiela (Mass.) Republican (Mugwump): 
The cases of Joseph C. Mackid and William J. 
Gallager, convicted of giaring frauds upon 
the ballot-box, in Chicago, now goes to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, owing to 
a disagreement between Judges Gresham and 


Harlan, who b&ve been hearigg arguments 
upon the law points involved this week at Cni- 
cago. The point on whic® the couvicted men 
get this respit is the technical one which has 
already been pointed out, involving the method 
of procedure, and not at all the nature of the 
evidence admitted against them or the fair- 
ness of the conduct ef theif trial. The men 
were tried on a criminal informa- 
tion filed against them by the  District- 
Attorney, were convicted, and sentenced to the 
penitentiary. The Constitution provides that 
no one shall be convicted ot a “capital or oth- 
erwise infamous crime” except upon the pres- 
entation or indictment by a grand jury. The 
defendants asked to have the conviction set 
aside on the ground that the crime of which 
they were accused was infamous,“ and there- 
fore that the trial was illegal, 

The United States Supreme Court dealt with 
this question of what constitutes an “infa- 
mous crime ina Michigan case decided al- 
most immediatel after Chicago convic- 
tion. The court re held t the character 
of the crime is determined by the nature and 
measure of the punishment, and that, if the 
punishment affixed to acrimeis infamous, 
then the crime is infamous. The court 
further held that “imprisonment wigh hard 
lator” is infamous, which was as far as 
the Michigan o called upon them to go. 
Mackin and Gallagher’s lawyers relied upon 
this case as a precedent, althouch their clients 
were sentenced to imprisoument without hard 
labor. It is upon this point that the Justices 
disagree— Harlan holding that a crime so pun- 
ishabie is not infamous and may be prosecuted 
by information, and Gresham that it must go 
before a grand jury. If the Supreme Court 
sustains Judge Gresham the case will have to 
be begun again at the beginning. 

This result is a delay of justice so aggravat- 
ing that it may be expected to breed a con- 
tempt for all eourt proceedings among the 
mass of people familiar with the facts of the 
case and ignorant of law. The triai was long, 
hotly contested, and thorough, and 
the evidence left no room for doubt 
as to the defendants’ guilt. They 
had stuffed ballos- boxes to sustain 
the power of a political ring that bad iong 
ruled the elections4n the city. They were de- 
fended by the full power of that ring, and their 
conviction was the first blow it received at the 
bands of the people it had defrauded. So pow- 
erfui was the ring that Mackin’s conviction 
was received with almostas much incredulity 
as rejoicing, and bets were freely offered that 
Mme“ McDonald would never let Mackin go 
behind the bars. If it shall tarn out ultimately 
that Mackin does not “go behind the bard, 
the prejud which believes in the power of 
“big lawyers to get any man off will in- 
evitably be strengthened. The case teaches 
the lawyers Davy Crockett’s lesson, Be sure 
you are right and then go ahead.“ If they had 
secured an in lictment co base this prosecution 
on, Mackin and Gai er would now be in the 
penitentiary of splitting hairs before 
the courts.

Bishop Fallows’ Hloquent Tribute to the | 


Soldier-Patriots Who Died to 


Memorial services in honor of the soldier- 
patriots who perished in the War were held 
yesterday afternoon in the Opera Festival Hall, 
Exposition Building, undbr the auspices of the 
G. A. R. and Veteran organizations. The mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. posts and other military 
organizations met at the Grand Army Hall, on 
Washington street, at 2:30, and, after forming 
in line, marched in procession tothe Exposi- 
tion Building. Ail the posts, corps, and camps 


of the city were represented, each organiza- 


tion carrying ite flags and other insignia, and 
the whole being led by the Union Vet- 
eran Drum Corps. About 400 men formed in 


marching order, the formation and movements 


of the procession being directed by Gen. Julius 
White. 7 


When the processionists arrived at the Expo- 


siuon Building an audience of over 3,000 peopie 
had already assembled in the hail. The officers 
of the various organizations took seatson the 
platform. The flags and banners were ar- 
ranged against the drop-curtain at the back 
part of the platform, and the front of the 
stage was decorated with National bunting. 
Gen. White caliéd the meeting to order. The 
Imperial Quartet sang Lead, Kindly Light.” 
The Kev. Dr. Thomas offered prayer, in which 
he referred to the great benefits derived from 
the War, and thanked the God of Nations for 
such glorious results. He gave thanks for the 
courage of those who bad gone and the preser- 
vation of those left, and prayed that fising 
generations might love and cherish the insti- 
tutions for which their fathers had fought, 
bled, and died. The bymn ‘* America” was 
then sung by the audience, the quartet leading, 
after which Comrade the Rt.-Rev. Bishop Fal-

The soldier-bishop took as his text, What 
mean ye by this service?“ and spoke in elo- 
quent and vigorous language for almost an 
hour. He said: 


BISHOP FALLOWS’ ADDRESS. 

We are here to discharge a double debt; a 
debt of honor and a debt of gratitude, It is a 
debt of honor we are attempting to pay tor the 
men whose death we commemorate—who an- 
swered the supremest test of .honor in per- 
forming deeds the most illustrious, the most 
unselfish, the most patriotic, which history 
records. It is a debt of. gratitude, for they 
died that we the living, and the generations 
who come after us, might enjoy the 
rich and increasing legacy 
unity, freedom, and progress. 
use a standard all ur own to meas 
greatness of their cause, the greatness of their 
character, the greatness of their number, and 
the greatness of the results they achieved. It 
Napoleon could say, A despotism always falls 
by the measures taken for its preservation,”’ 
they by their splendid actions declared that A 
government of the people, by the people, and 
for the people ougut to be and shall be se- 
cured by the efforts made for its perpetuity 
and shall never perish from the earth. They 
were men who fought, but prayed; whosmote, 
but healed. They were men who with a child's 
trust and a martyr’s grip put their hands to 
the sword; men who, while they wielded the 
thunderbolts of war, were ever anxious 
that the bolts oi conviction and of loyalty 
should cleave the rebellious souls they were 
opposing. They believed with all their hearts 
that, as the strain of the musicianjcannot exist 
without the instrument to awaken it, so the 
lay of liberty would be impossible if but one 
chord of our National lyre was broken. They 
firmly held that plurality which doés not re- 
duce itself to unity is contusion, and. unity 
which is not the result of plurality is tyranny. 
They contended that it was an in the 
politios of our country, as is in mathematics, 
that the whole is inseparable from the one, and 
the one is contained forever in the whole. 
Hence they justified themselves to reason and 
the moral sensg of mankind, Hence they were 
rooted like the rock-ribbed mountains in the 
central depths of an unshaken conviction and 
an immovable purpose. Henée they went 
through the war, as rugged Carlyle said of 
Mirabeau, like a substance and aforce, and 
not like the formula of one.” They gave us a 
flag with a new meaning in its mute but elo- 
quent language; its stars burning with the 
eternal brilliancy of the skies, its stripes no 
more suggestive of lashes on the backs of 
siaves, but bars of light on which the score of 
“The Union Forever” has been so gloriously 
written. Under no black flag of Atheism or 
red flag of Anarchy did these soldiers march to 
the front, but under a banner given to the 
breeze by che Revolutionary fathers, who be- 
lieved that the God of Nations wag fighting 
the battles of freedom for them 
and with them. Amid all their discour- 
agements they kept that faith, and amid all 
the darkness they felt the gleam of the invisible 
but all-seemg eye of that God upon them. 
We-say of them as was written on the monu- 
ment of the bravest of the old Greek heroes 
centuries ago: 

These are the patriots brave, who, side by side, 
Stood to their arms and dashed the foeman’s pride. 
Firm in their valor, prodigal of life, 

They welcomed Death, the arbiter of strife, 

That we might ne’er to haughty victors bow. 


Ther fought, they bled, and on their country’s 
reast 
(Such was the will of Heaven) these warriors rest. 
[Applause.]

After dwellmg on the duties of the living, 
the speaker continued: As the particle of 
oxygen and the particle of nitrogen kept apart 
by the chemist’s divisive art rush togecher to 
form a portion of our golden vital air, so may 
the soldiers of the North and South come to- 
gether in one unbroken Union.

‘ THE DIAMOND THIEF

DEARBORN STREET, 
FEARS THAT THE NEW PAVEMENT WILL SOON 
BE RUINED. 


Complaint was made yesterday that the city 
authorities were pot managing very econom- 
ically in domg their part of the excavating on 
Dearborn street, south of Randolpp. In addi- 
tion to the minor trenches which line the sides 
of the street there is an enormous one in the 
centre, twelve feet wide and ten feet deep, 
made for the purpose of taking up an old 
four-inch main ‘laid in 1855, which is 
altogether too small to furnish the water 


supply needed in the buildings on the line. 
When this pipe was laid it was two feet below 
the surfdce ot the street. It is now ten feet 
below, the difference representing the amount 
of filling which bas been done since it was put 
down. The substance of the complaint is that 
there is no economy in digging up thirty-year- 
old iron pipes when it might just as weil be 
suffered to lie there. All that can be 
done with the pipe is to break 
it up for old iron, and for every quarter of a 
dollar received for it $1 bas been expended in 
getting it out. 

This is not so bad, however, it ia alleged, as the 
evil effect upon the future pavement, Here is 
an immense trench dug in the centre of the 
street, which, it is charged, has not been prop- 
erly back-filled and flooded, so that when the 
pavement is laid, as it soon will be, and has a 
chance to settie, there will be a manifest 
slough of hollow in the middle of the street. 
The statement that there has beeh no flooding 
is denied by the City-Hail people, who say that 
it has escaped public notice because it bas 
been done at night. Were it done in the day- 
time the drain on the water would be so 
great that the elevators, etc.,in the neighbor- 
hood would be serious.y intertered with. But 
ever though the earth is flooded itis doubtful 
whether it is wise to begin the paving Monday, 
as is proposed, because certainly a street 
which has been dug up from top to bottom, 
and from beginning to end, ought to have some

put upon it. Otherwise, it will not be long be- 
fore they begin to settle here and there, and 
the costly pavement which the property-own- 
ers are taxed to put down will be worse than 
useless.
